U.S. Report Says Moon Target K©nn©dy In C J U G S t 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government e x p e r t s 
have thrown cold water on what American consum­ 
ers had hoped was a sign of a break in soaring 
food prices. 
A new forecast from the Agriculture Departm ent 
says higher food pnces at groceries and in restau­ 
rants are likeiy for the rest of the year. 
It had been hoped that an earlier midweek 
government report of a reduction in the upward 
rate of wholesale prices might signal a slow-down 
in inflation. 
But departm ent forecasters — who had cautioned 
against too much optimism over the wholesale price 
news — m ade it official Friday: 
they see little 
change likely in over-all food supplies. 
They said retail food prices will rise “ somewhat 
m ore” than last year’s 3.2 per cent. Grocery prices 
have been going up at a 7 per cent rate this 
year and are a m ajor factor in soaring living 
costs. 
Prices for meals eaten in restaurants are likely 
to increase by more than last year’s 5.2 per cent, 
the forecast said. 
As has been the case all year, m eat is a 
m ajor factor. 
Possibly lower prices for other foods may occur 
because they are being produced in larger quanti­ 
ties, the report said, but the increase in meat 
prices will more than offset this. 


Chino Man Shot 
Outside Tavern 


A man shot outside a tavern early this morning 
was reported paralyzed and in critical condition 
at the County-USC Medical Comer. One man was 
arrested and a second suspect was being sought. 
Johnny Reyes Perez, 29, of 4445 Los Serranos, 
Chino, was wounded by a bullet in the jaw which 
lodged in the spine, police said. He also received 
a gunshot wound in the hand. 
Arrested on suspicion of assault with intent to 
commit m urder was Brito Evarito, 45, of 385 N.

The second suspect was described as between 
38 to 40 years, 5 feet 7 to 5 feet 8, of stocky 
build, weighing about 180 pounds.

the moon by the Apollo 11 astro­ 
nauts as scientists sharpen their 
fix on it for what they hope will 
be 10 years of experim ents in lu­ 
nar physics. 
After 12 days of failure, scien­ 
tists 
at 
Lick 
Observatory 
bounced a light beam from their 
120-inch telescope to the reflec­ 
tor and back at 2 a.m. Friday. 
About 5C0 pulses of red light 
100,000 times brighter than the 
sun’s 
rays 
were 
subsequently 
fired at 30-second intervals to 
confirm sighting of the reflec­ 
tor. 
Bounced Back 
The rays bounced back to the 
4,000-foot mountaintop observa­ 
tory in 2.5 seconds each. 
Several more days are expect­ 
ed to be devoted to honing in 
precisely on the 18-inch-square 
reflector before the start of ex­ 
perim ents that may last a dec­ 
ade. 
Scientists at several observa­ 
tories hope to use laser beams 
reflected by the device to m eas­ 
ure the distance from the earth 
to the moon within six inches of 
accuracy, 
observe 
the 
slight 
wobble of the earth on its axis, 
and 
determ ining 
whether 
the 
earth’s continents are shifting 
and. if so, in what direction. 
The 
principal 
task 
for 
the 
Lick telescope, second largest in 
the world, was to locate the 60- 
pound reflector. 
Responsibility 
Continued observation will be 
the responsibility of McDonald 
Observatory 
in 
West 
Texas, 
where scientists using a 107-inch 
telescope 
also 
had 
been 
at­ 
tempting to locate the reflector. 
Scientists said their early at­ 
tempts failed because of earth- 
bound equipment 
failures and 
mistaken coordinates on the re­ 
flector’s location. 
They feared earlier that the 
reflector 
may 
have 
been 
knocked over or covered with 
moon dust when the lunar mod­ 
ule blasted off.

BUCHAREST. Romania (AP) 
— President Nixon arrived in 
this Communist capital today to 
the most enthusiastic welcome 
of his world tour, with thou­ 
sands shouting “ Nix-on, Nix-on, 
Nix-on!” He told them the Unit­ 
ed States is ready to help set up 
a Europe “ free from the fear of 
war or threats of w ar.” 
So great was the outpouring of 
Romanians that the motorcade 
carrying Nixon and President 
Nicolae Ceausescu wass topped 
three times en route from the 
airport to downtown Bucharest. 
Nixon left his car to shake out­ 
stretched hands. 
Along the route the air rang 
with the shouts of his name as 
he 
called 
out 
in 
Romanian: 
“ Long 
Live 
Romanian-Ameri- 
can 
friendship.” 
There 
were 
cries of “ Hoo-rah” and some 
tossed 
bouquets 
at him. 
The 
throngs waved U.S. and Roma­ 
nian flags. 
Ceausescu had welcomed Nix­ 
on on his arrival from Pakistan 
stressing 
peaceful 
coexistence 
as “ a safe way of building a cli­ 
m ate

confidence.” 
Riding 
with Nixon in an open limou­ 
sine, he looked pleased by the 
trem endous 
recepLon 
for

first American president to visit 
a ( ommumst capital. But he 
was more restrained than Nrflfin 
when he got out of the car to 
mingle with the crowds. 


Off Balance

Thousands of persons waving 
U.S. flags were at Otopeni Air­ 
port and welcoming signs were 
out as the President and Mrs. 
Nixon stepped from their plane, 
Air Force One, into the hot sun­ 
shine.

Government Files Huge Suit Again st Georgia

the command of this state” to 
oppose the suit. 
“ We’ll win the war against

Maddox said. 
“ If we don't, the United States 
will cease to bt a free repub­ 
lic.*’ 
The complaint, filed on behalf

Mitchell, accused Jack P. Nix, 
Georgia school superintendent, 
and the Georgia Board of edu­

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High Food Prices 
Will Continue, 
U.S. Report Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government e x p e r t s 
have thrown cold water on what American consum­ 
ers had hoped was a sign of a break in soaring 
food prices. 
A new forecast from the Agriculture Department 
says higher food prices at groceries and in restau­ 
rants are likely for the rest of the year. 
It had been hoped that an earlier midweek 
government report of a reduction in the upward 
rate of wholesale prices might signal a slow-down 
in inflation. 
But department forecasters — who had cautioned 
against too much optimism o ^ th e wholesale price 
news — made it official Friday: they see little 
change likely in over-all food supplies. 
They said retail food prices will rise “ somewhat 
more” than last year’s 3.2 per cent. Grocery prices 
have been going up ai a 7 per cent rate this 
year and are a major factor in soaring living 
costs. 
Prices for meals eaten in restaurants are likely 
to increase by more than last year’s 5.2 per cent, 
the forecast said. 
As has been the case all year, meat is a 
maior factor. 
Possibly lower prices for other foods may occur 
because they are being produced in larger quanti­ 
ties, the report said, but the increase in meat 
prices will more than offset this. 
Retail meat costs jumped 4.5 per cent in June 
over the previous month. Government and industry 
experts have said a heavy appetitie for beef and 
willingness of consumers to pay higher prices for 
it have been the main factors in the upward spiral. 
There were predictions that cattle production 
would increase the last six months of this year, 
but an expected decrease in pork supply was seen 
as offsetting this.

A man shot outside a tavern early this morning 
was reported paralyzed and in critical condition 
at the County-USC Medical Center. One nan was 
arrested and a second suspect was being sought. 
Johnny Reyes Perez, 29, of 4445 I.os Serranos, 
Chino, was wounded by a bullet in the jaw which 
lodged in the spine, police said. He also received 
a gunshot wound in the hand. 
Arrested on suspicion of assault with intent to 
commit murder was Brito Evarito, 45, of 385 N. 
Fleamor St., Pomona. 
The second suspect was described as between 
38 to 40 years, 5 feet 7 to 5 feet 8, of stocky 
build, weighing about 180 pounds. 
Police said they could find no provocation. How­ 
ever, the victim and the arrested man reportedly 
had exchanged words before several shots were 
fired. The weapon was believed to be a .22 caliber 
pistol. 
The shooting occurred outside a tavern at 225 S. 
San Antonio Ave., at about 2:20 a.m. 
Police said the victim was taken by friends 
to Pomona Valley Community Hospital and then 
transferred to the county hospital. 


Mariner 7 Okay; 
Sends Test Pics 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Mariner 7 televised 
two good test pictures as it approached Mars early 
today, relieving fears that its cameras might have 
been damaged by a meteorite. 
Flight controllers at Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
ordered the test prior to starting an initial series 
of 34 approach shots more than one million miles 
from the planet. Photographs Thursday hy sister 
craft Mariner 6 showed Mars to be desolate and 
much like earth’s moon. 
Mariner 7 is scheduled to take a total of 93 
approach pictures, then 24 close ups as it swings 
within 2,080 miles of Mars early Tuesday. 
Plans originally called for the 850-pound space­ 
craft to store its first pictures on tape and televise 
them at the end of the 20 hour sequence. 
When Mariner 7 went silent for seven hours 
Wednesday after apparently being hit by a me­ 
teorite, scientists decided at the last moment to 
check out its television system.

Laser Beams 
Finally Hit 


Moon Target 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) - 
Laser light 
beams 
are being 
bounced off the reflector left on 
the moon by the Apollo 11 astro­ 
nauts as scientists sharpen their 
fix on it for what they hope will 
be in years of experiments in lu­ 
nar physics. 
After 12 days of failure, scien­ 
tists 
at 
Lick 
Observatory 
bounced a light beam from their 
120-inch telescope to the reflec­ 
tor and back at 2 a.m. Friday. 
About 5C0 pulses of red light 
100,000 times brighter than the 
sun’s rays were subsequently 
fired at 30-second intervals to 
confirm sighting of the reflec­ 
tor. 
The rays bounced back to the 
4.000-foot mountaintop observa­ 
tory in 2.5 seconds each. 
Several more days are expect­ 
ed to be devoted to honing in 
precisely on the 18-inch-square 
reflector before the start of ex­ 
periments that may last a dec­ 
ade. 
Scientists at several observa­ 
tories hope to use laser beams 
reflected by the device to meas­ 
ure the distance from the earth 
to the moon within six inches of 
accuracy, 
observe 
the 
slight 
wobble of the earth on its axis, 
jr;d determining whether the 
‘'arth’s continents are shifting 
ai d, if so ;n what direction. 
The principal task for the 
Lick telescope, second largest in 
the world, was to locate the 60- 
pound reflector. 
Continued observation will be 
the responsibility of McDonald 
Observatory 
in 
West 
Texas, 
where scientists using a 107-inch 
telescope also had 
been 
at­ 
tempting to locate the reflector.

He fold them the Unit­ 
ed States is ready to help set up 
a Europe “ free from the fear of 
war or threats of war.” 
So great was the outpouring of 
Romanians that the motorcade 
Carrying Nixon and President 
Nicolae Ceausescu wass topped 
three times en route from the 
airport to downtown Bucharest. 
Nixon left his car to shake out­ 
stretched hands. 
Along the route the air rang 
with the shouts of his name as 
he called out 
in 
Romanian: 
“ 1 ong 
Live 
Romanian-Ameri- 
can 
friendship.” There 
were 
cries of “ Hoo-rah” and some 
tossed bouquets at him. The 
throngs waved U.S. and Roma­ 
nian flags. 
Ceausescu had welcomed Nix­ 
on on his arrival from Pakistan 
stressing peaceful coexistence 
as “ a safe way of building a cli­ 
mate 
of 
confidence.” 
Riding 
with Nixon in an open limou­ 
sine, he looked pleased by the 
tremendous reception tor the 
first American president to visit 
a Communist capital. But he 
was more restrained than Nixon 
when he got out of the ear to 
mingle with the crowds. 


Off Balance 
Once or twice 
Nixon 
was 
shoved off balance by the people 
pressing around him, but he 
never lost his footing. 
Nowhere in the six Asian na­ 
tions Nixon visited earlier on his 
25,000-mile tour did the greeting 
crowds 
seem 
so 
genuinely 
friendly. Some Romanians ap­ 
peared moved to the point of 
tears. Nixon obviously was elat­ 
ed. 
Some Americans noticed that 
U.S. paper flags distributed to 
the people often tore loose from 
their small standards in the 
wind and Romanians stepped 
from the curbs to retrieve the 
Stars and Stripes as souvenirs. 
Mrs. Nixon, riding in a sep­ 
arate car with Mrs. Ceausescu, 
blew kisses to the crowd. But 
she did not have the benefit of 
an open-top car so many in the 
crowds failed to get a glimpse 
of the American first lady. 
Thousands of persons waving 
U.S. flags were at Otopeni Air­ 
port and welcoming signs were 
out as the President and Mrs.
